Death of Conductor JRejje. 
The following dispatch from, June- j 


t:on City to the ~MiI\vaukee~Sentinel j 
tells of the death of Conductor Rege, ' 
who was well known in this city. 


"August Rege, conductor on the Wis- 


consin Valley division of the Milwau- 
kee road, was instantly killed here 
last night. His train left the station 
about 8:50 and as the hind end passed 
the switch, the operator noticed it was 
cut in two about four cars from the 
end. 
He called to Kege, who was 


standing on the rear platform of the 
caboose and Rege went inside and 
came out on the roof. It is thought he 
understood that brakes were set and 
went forward to loos>en them, walking 
off the broken section. 


The brakeman, L. Hackney, was on 


the car next ahead of where the train 
was broken and saw the conductor fall. 
He then found that the part of the 
train he was on was also broken from 
the engine, and continued giving the 
"broke-in-two" signal. For some rea- 
son The head cud crew did not get or 
heed the signal and went into Grand 
Rapids before they knew of the acci- 
dent. 


From the information brought out 


at the inquest it appears that Rege 
fell head foremost and dragged under 
the wheels. His brains were scattered 
about where he fell, one leg and a part 
of the other were outside of the rails 
and the body was 
horribly torn to 


pieces. 


T2ie brakeman cause back to the 


station and several citizens went to 
the place of the accident and picked 
up the fragments of the body, bring- 
ing them back to the station. 


Mr. Rege was 30 years of age and 
liad been in the employ of the railway 
company seven years. He leaves a 
wife and one child at Bafacock. 
His 
parents are old settlers of Wood countv 
residing near Grand Rapids. His 
brother, William Rege is also a con- 
ductor on the same division. 


The coroner's jury rendered a 
ver- 
dict of accidental death.''
